Ifore than any one 
else I should adopt that attitude, and 
wrap myself as dost M possible and bold 
my finger as tight aa possible to chain mj 
lips, but on this occasion I will take my 
Bnpers s moment from my lipa and place 
it upon my heart, not for makinit a speeuh 
but only for relating three anecdotes ex- 
peiieaoed in my career. In 1851 I bad 
the honor to be an attache of the Imperial 
legation at Washington, and I met there 
one of tbe greatest men, I do not say of 
Amartoi, but th» world—the Godlike 
Daniel WebbUr (oh<er>) and, as all great 
intelligent men, he was exceedingly kind 
to youth. I was then a mere boy. but ha 
showed me so much sympathy that I took 
the liberty to aak ol bim to explain to me 
tbe reasons of thin sympathy almost in- 
Btiotively existing between our two na- 
tions and he replied to me : " Those 
reasons are ag numerous aa tbe drops 
of 
water 
in 
the 
Pacific and 
tbe 


Atlantic." A few years afterward, when 
your civil war broke out, and I had the 
bouor to be the Secretary of another 
jgrent man—for great he is—Prince Gort- 
gchakoff. 
(Applause.) At thit timu on 


all sides the most dark prophecies were ut- 
tered about the issue of your war, of your 
great, national calamity. 
Political vul- 


tures were already preying upon what 
was supposed to bo the corpse of America. 
I must confess that I had myself doubts 
about the itsne of the war, and I spoke 
of it to my illustrious chief. He replied 
to me: "I pity those wbo doubt the issue 
of this nrisis. I pity those who believe 
that a Divine Providence would have 
erected the magnificent American struc- 
ture for crushing it to pieces in a few 
years. 
[Cries of "good"—applause ]— 


America will vomo out of the fliinea of 
civil war like the ptcuaix, more radiant, 
mure brilliant, more strong than ever." 
Nine years after that, or even'lees, I bad 
boeu honored with the mission to the 
United States, arid I will go so far in tbo 
way of an indiicretion as to repeat the 
very words of the Emperor, my master. 
"Your instructions'" said he to me, "aro 
abort, but decided. You must always re- 
mombcr that our best friend is the Amer- 
ican people." 
[Applause.] 
God is my 


witness that I have done everything in 
the po wer of my feeble intellect to obey 
the order of my Sovereign, to obey tho 
dictates of my own conviction, and 
the 


impulsion of my heart. If I did not suc- 
ceed completely in this task assigned to 
me, the gentleman who represents in so 
worthy a manner the UniUd States at St. 
Petersburg, where he ia esteemed and 
treated in the most kindly way, succeeded 
m his. I propose the health of Governor 
Curtin, the United States Minister at St. 
Petersburg. 
[Applause, during which 


the toast was drank.] 


The features of the banquet were the 


Prince's speech and enthusiasm, tbe poem 
of Oliver Wendell Holmes, and the re- 
marks of Jumea Russell Lowell. The fol- 
lowing is Mr Holme's own corrected ver- 
sion of his effort:

Sandringham-s contraction of Sand- 


Derringham—on which tbe attention of 
ha civilized world bas for some day* been 
concentrated, has a rather ouriona histo- 
ry.

Booit 


The English founder of the houee wa* 
G->verc.or of Bruges iu Flanders, and il°d 
trom the persecution of Alva in 1569. 
Like so many others wbo Bought refuge 
in England at different timea for similar 


nee, tin energy enriched both him- 


self and the countiy of bis adoption. Af- 
ter a time the Hcos'a realized the dream 
of English meicbenU, and bought a 
country seat. They subsequently dripped 
tho "Van" and called thcinfclvca Host*, 
and the old Flemish Governor ha* a rep- 
resentative ia the English baronetage to 
this day. 


In 1808 one branch of tbe family, that 


which inherited Saudringham—had term- 
inated in an heirera, who married a Mr. 
Healey, and in that year Mrs. Healey, 
nee Hoste, waa living at Sandringham 
Halt Not long after thi*, the family 
parted with the Sandriugham estate, and 
at length it passed into the hand* of Mr. 
Mtttou, another exile. 
Thia gentleman 


was a Frenchman who had emigrated witb 
his brother arutoorata in tbe trouble* of 
the Freneh Revolution. Baiog • man of 
very active babite, be set to work to make 
a living, and eventually got into a very 
large way of bu»ine»s by supplying S«r- 
dinian r»bit skins lor beavft hate—for at

secret transportation. Two ounces o! nitre- 
glycerine were exploded the other day iu 
the open air, and the concussion near En- 
terprine, MS miles away, was not only di«- 
tmctly felt, but tho found resembled tlm 
discharge of a patk of artillery in the 
woods close by.

be highly concentrated, its gravity not 
being below 30 = Beaurae; then it must

lime aud common salt. Tbe tame mix- 
lure cf acids need f.r making guu-cotten 
is tho best for nitre-glycerine, namely, 
three parts sulphuric uoid of GO ° Buiuiun-, 
and or.o part fumiug nitric acid of 49° 
or 30° Be.iurne.
